Kefauver Urges 
Congressional 
Utility Investigation 


WASHINGTON 
IP — A Senate 
Anti-Monopoiy subcommittee look­ 
ing into the controversial Dixon- 
Yates power contract disclosed to­ 
day it is mending hearing trans­ 
scripts to the Justice Department 
for possible prosecutions. 
Chairman William Langer (R- 
N. D.) announced that the sub­ 
committee will supply copies of 
its daily proceedings both to Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. and to 
Stanley N. Barnes, assistant a t­ 
torney general in charge of the 
Justice Department’s anti trust di­ 
vision. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn), 
a subcommittee 
member, 
com ­ 
mented that the department may 
want to “ seek indictments” based 
on the subcommittee testimony. 
Kefauver. a vigorous backer of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
called Thursday for a new con­ 
gressional utility investigation to 
“ see what has happened” since 
the Holding Company Act was pass­ 
ed in 1935. 
Charges Violation 
He charged that Middle South 
Utilities, Inc., one of the firms 
making up the Dixon-Yates com ­ 
bine, is violating the Holding Com­ 
pany Act which, he said, has ap­ 
parently become 
the ‘‘forgotten 
law ” 
The act established the Se­ 
curities and Exchange Commission 
and regulates the nation’s finan­ 
cial life. 
Kefauver based his charge on 
testimony of J. D. Stietenroth be­ 
fore the Senate Anti-Monopoly sub­ 
committee investigating the pro­ 
posed Dixon-Yates contract. Stiet­ 
enroth, ousted secretary-treasurer 
of the Mississippi Power and Light j 
Co., was recalled for a fourth ap- j 
pearance before the subcommittee, j 
Mississippi Power and Light is 
an operating subsidiary of Middle 
South which along with the South- j 
em Co. makes up the Dixon-Yates 
syndicate 
President Eisenhower 
has directed the Atomic Energy 
Commission to negotiate a contract 
with Dixon-Yates to supply 600,000 
kilowatts of power annually to TVA 
to replace a like amount TVA will 
deliver to AEC plants.

Big 3 to Issue 
Declaration to 
I 
Rearm Germany 


Agree to Relax 
Occupation Before 
Full Sovereignty 


L O N D O N <r.P> 
The United 
States, Britain and France agreed 
in principle today to issue a decla 
ration of intent to restore West 
German sovereignty and to relax 
their occupation even before full 
sovereignty is effective. 
Informed .sources said the three 
occupying powers agreed to make 
only limited use of the occupation 
statute after this nine power con 
fcrcnce is ended. 
This would ease 
the occupation even before West 
Germany becomes an independent 
nation. 
The allied concession was <ie 
signed to give Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer some immediate freedom 
to report to his countrymen. 
It 
will bt* contained in a declaration 
of intent by the Big Three Western 
allies that is expected to be pro­ 
claimed at noon Saturday. 
Only a 
minor technical detail 
that could be cleaned up In short 
order rem ained after the Big Three 
foreign m inisters met on the sov­ 
ereignty question. 
The full rearm am ent conference 
met to com plete agreement on a 
formula for controlling European 
armaments, including those of a 
sovereign West Germany. 
Enforcement By NATO 
Authoritative 
sources said 
the 
already had agreed to 
give the suprem e commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation (NATO) powers to enforce 
European arm am ents controls. 
These sources said the command 
cr will 
bi* given 
new authority 
over the deploym ent of troops on 
the European continent—including 
American forces based there. 
Under the formula the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organizations mili­ 
tary com mander In chief, now lf. S 
Gen 
Alfred M 
Gruenther, would 
have police powers over armies of 
the nations signing the 1948 Brus­ 
sels pact. 
This pact would he ex­ 
tended to include West Germany 
and Italy. 
The sources said that armament 
c o n t r o l s w i l l he dictated under the 
Brussels Treaty, but enforced by 
NATO. 
New powers planned for Gruen 
thor would include strict control 
in peace as well as war over the 
movement of troop units, the sourc­ 
es said. 
For example 
they 
said, 
Italy 
could never again move her troops 
to the border of Yugoslavia as 
she did last fall during the Trieste 
crisis unless the shift was cleared 
by the allied suprem e commander.

Germ an

would 
need such clearance to shift to the 
French border

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., ~ W — ( pl. 
| Claude J. Batchelor w as convicted 
Thursday 
night

collaborating 
with his Chinese Communist cap­ 
tors and squealing on fellow' Amer­ 
icans during 38 months as a prison­ 
er of war He was sentenced to 
life imprisonment af hard labor 
The eight officers of the court­ 
martial, all veterans of the Korean 
war, took only 2 hours and 14 
minutes to convict Batchelor, and 
another 30 minutes to determine 
; the sentence. 
It was the stiffest possible sen­ 
tence 
The Army had barred the 
j court—before Batchelor’s trial be­ 
gan Aug 30 from considering the 
death penalty, 
Batchelor’s attorneys made no 
immediate statement about an ap­ 
peal Under military law, the con­ 
viction and sentence must be auto­ 
p tic a l ly reviewed by three boards. 
A fourth appeal then can be made 
to a hoard of three civilians. 
The 22-year-old Batchelor, who 
quit high school and lied about his 
age to enlist in the Army in 1948, 
was tried on six specifications-— 
three of collaboration, two of tat­ 
tling on fellow prisoners and one of

On Disarmament j 


Vishinsky Presents 
Russian Plan 
Before the UN 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. <1* 
Western ofticiais today hopefully 
but cautious^ studied Russia’s lat 
est atomic control and arm s re 
duct ion proposals 
Washington experts were hope­ 
ful that the Soviet plan, outlined 
Thursday before th** United Na 
tion« General Assembly by Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky, contained an indica­ 
tion the Soviets at last were ready 
to agree to foolproof disarm ament 
American officials said that the 
Soviet proposal appeared to be a 
step forward from the Kremlin’s 
previous unyielding stand on dis 
armament. 
The officials said the

studied at 
length before any reply was made. 
Experts here noted that Vishin* 
sky’s latest proposal, 
ostensibly 
based on a proposition originally 
put forward by Britain and France, 
still contained provisions for simul 
taneous banning of atomic and hy­ 
drogen weapons and creation of 
an international control organ to 
enforce a ban on their munufac- 
i ture 
New Proposal 
This has 
been the stumbling 
’block for seven years, The United 
States arui its Western allies in 
sist that the control organ must 
be set up and effectively operating 
before stockpiles of nuclear arm s 
are destroyed and their further 
I production prohibited. 
Vishinsky created a major stir 
(by presenting to the General As 
setnbly a proposal he said was 
based on a new proposition put 
before 
the 
London disarmament 
conference by Britain and France 
last June 
Basically, his proposal was: 
1 All 
countries 
would freeze 
their arm am en ts and armed forces 
and their military appropriations, 
I at the level of Dec, 31, 1953. 
2 They would then agree on a 
"substantial reduction" 
Russia 
previously has insisted on a one 
third, across the hoard reduction— 
of their military expenditure#. 
3. Within six months 
or one 
year, Vishinsky said, alternative 
ly—the armed strength and 
ap 
propriations would be cut one half 
of the agreed reduction 
To Prohibit A H Weapons 
4. A tem porary control commis 
sion would be established to re 
ceive 
necessary 
information on 
armed strength and its reduction. 
5. In the next six months 
or one 
year—all countries would complete 
the arm am ents and appropriations 
reduction by the full, agreed pro 
portion. 
6. "Atomic, hydrogen and other 
types of weapons of mass dust rue 
hon" would at that time be com 
pletely prohibited

It is estimated I 12 
million dollars is needed to com ­ 
plete the dam 
If completed, the dam would pro­ 
vide a w ater supply similar to but 
smaller than Crab Orchard Lake, 
which now supplies water to sev­ 
eral cities. The National Fish and 
Wildlife Service, which controls the 
Crab O rchard area, has warned 
the lake cannot be considered a 
permanent water source.
